part in the sovereignty of the vacant 
apostolic See but when a Pope is 
elected they are removed the new 
Pontiff alone remaining with this sym 
bol of power 


The cardinals went to the Sistine 


chapel accompanied by their conclav- 
ists carrying portfolios and papers. 
When Cardinal Oreglia was seated, all 
the others followed 
him 
Prayers 


were offered after which Monstgnor 
Caglano, the governor of the 
con- 


clave called "exit Omnes," thus an 
nounclng to the conclavists and pre- 
lates, that they must retire, and leave 
the cardinals alone The voting papers 
used by tf*eir eminences are 
some- 


what different from those of 1878, be- 
ing a little longer and narrower, but 
the print inscriptions are the same, 
the blank spaces being filled in, at the 
moment of voting by the name of the 
voter, at ttiv lop and that of the cardi- 
nal voted for, in th? centre, and a Lat- 
in quotation at the bottom 
Some of 


the cardinals did not know how to 
fold their paper, which caused con- 
siderable confusion 
Cardinal Oreglia 


the Cameilango, 
demonstrated 
the 


folding of a ballot to those near him, 
and they i= uirn showed others how| 
It must be folded 
Bach ballot was 


sealed with no distinguishing mark 
The next ballot will proceed much 
more smoothlv and quickly 


Each cardinal in turn, holding his 


ballot between his first finger and 
thumbs, so that every one present 
could see It advanced slowly to the 
altar whore a large chalice was stand 
Ing. Voelt and prayed briefly for gui-

Then passing them into a receptacle 
placed on the temple in the centre of 
the chapel, the two cardinal scrutin- 
izers opened the first ballot, and pass- 
ed it to a third cardinal, who read tn 
a loud voice, and the other cardinals 
noted the votes on a second list of 
names with which each was provtued 


As no cardinal received the prescrib- 


ed two thirds of the vote supplemen- 
tary ballot was taken with no better 
results consequently, at 11 20 a m, 
all the ballots were burned the smoke 
being seen from the left side of the 
piazza of St Peter's, where a few

child's plaintive appt-al to the doctor 
to fome quick to the assistance 01 -.?r 
morber. urged Dr. Files to make a 
quifk trip, with the result that in the 
short space of forty minutes after re- 
ceiving the call, he was at the Swick 
home, but too late to administer re- 
lief to the sick woman. Her spirit 
haci crossed the dark river.

ing from the sale of the Allen county 
home, there was a quarrel, Mrs. Swick 
standing by her husband, and partially 
against her brother. 
The brother, in 


the contention, made many charges of 
a serious nature, and finally it is now 
Claimed, to restore peace and confi- 
dence in his sister's family, signed a 
retraction. 


"Before Mrs. Swick died, a young 


girl, aged about 16 years, a daughter 
of Michae^ Balyeat, who is a. near 
neighbor of Swick. often visited the 
Swick home. It is charged that Swick 
was desperately in love with the girl, 
that her parents took her home and 
tried to break up the frequent meet- 
ings between the child and 
Swick.

For such 
an old development its monthly rec- 
ord seems to hold up remarkably well, 
and it can always be depended upon 
as one of the beet In the field. The 
new wells in Wood during July num- 
bered S7, with aa aggregate daily pro- 
duction amounting to 780 barrels, and 
four dusters. These figures. In com- 
parison with the report for June, show 
a gain of six in wells, bat a decrease 
of 55 barrels in new production, while 
the dry holes are a stand-off. The 
average per well is a little better than 
8 2-3 barrels, or less by one barrel 
than reported for June. There are 
43 rigs up and 102 wells drilling, the 
total being 14 less than reported last 
month. 
While there seems to be 


plenty of room for more wells in the 
county, little that is new attracts the 
attention of investors. 
In tJ-.e eastern 


portion of the county. Freedom and 
Montgomery 
townships, there has 


considerable leasing and several test 
wells would lead to the conclusion 
that more oil may yet be found there. 


Auglaize County. 


Auglaize county goes along at about 


its usual pace, though considering the 
gain in production for June, the de- 
cline seems greater this month. With 
three wells completed, the output of 
which was 22 barrels, there is a loss 
of one in wells and of 39 barrels in 
output. The new work shows a gain 
of three, being two rigs and six wells 
drilling. Auglaize Is not cutting very 
much of a figure in Ohio production 
these days. 


Merc«r County. 


Mercer county is another to show 


quite a loss in production, its decline 
having been quite steady during i. 
past few months. 
Seventeen wells 


wer«» completed, yielding 13d barrels 
per day, though two were dry. In 
comparison with June, this shows a 
loss of six wens anil of 119 barrels In 
output. 
Th«> new work is a tie with

There is a decline of 55 
barrels, seven wells last month mak- 
ing 160 barrels. Holcomb & Co. are 
getting about all the production, and 
the pool* are of limited area. .With 
three rigs up *n<* nine wells drilling, 
there is an increase of two in new 
work. 


In the Buckeye field, the new wells 


averaged a little over 12 barrels per 
day, while in Indiana the average waa 
slightly better iua»i 15 barrels per day.
